Ho  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  landed  from  vessels  entering 
the  port.  All  vessels  from  suspected  and  infected  areas  (i.c.  Western 
Mediterranean)  were  boarded  on  arrival,  two  vessels  from  infected 
ports  being  boarded  on  arrival  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

A  sample  of  apricot  pulp  was  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  at  Lewes  and  found  to  contain  an  excess  of  sulphur  dioxide 
20%  in  excess  of  the  permitted  amount  under  the  Public  Health 
(Preservatives  in  Pood)  Regulations.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Pood  was  notified,  the  ultimate  destination  being  a 
jam  manufacturer.  The  cargo  was  allowed  to  leave  the  docks  without 
further  action. 


Houseboats 

Regular  inspections  of  the  houseboats  moored  in  Southwick  Canal, 
the  Riverside  at  Shorcham,  and  Pinks  Easton  Yard  at  Shoreham,  were 
made.  There  was  no  nuisance  from  any  discharges  from  these  vessels. 
All  are  maintained  in  a  good  condition. 

An  infestation  of  fleas  was  reported  by  several  of  the  boats  at 
Pinks  Easton  Yard.  The  boats  concerned  wore  sprayed;  no  apparent 
cause  for  the  infestations  could  be  found  in  the  vicinity  and  all 
the  boats  concerned  were  very  clean  and  well-maintained. 

A  complaint  of  rat  infestation  from  the  houseboats  moored  a t 
the  Nor fold  Bridge  end  of  the  harbour  was  dealt  with  by  the  Shoreharm- 
by-Sea  Urban  District  Council. 


In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Deputy  Port  Health 
Medical  Officer  for  his  assistance  during  my  absence,  the  Deputy 
Port  Inspector,  the  Officers  of  H.M.  Customs,  the  Shoreham  Harbour 
Trustees  and  the  shipping  agents  for  their  willing  co-operation. 
Particularly  I  should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Tate  for  his  untiring  efforts. 
The  efficiency  of  this  work  depends  on  routine  and  minute  attention 
to  detail.  I  am  sure  wo  have  in  Mr.  Tate,  a  most  conscientious  and
